WHISKY-LOTTERY. 
RING’ BROKEN UP. 
7 PERSONS LED 


Combined Syndicate, Op- 
erated on Vast Scale, 
‘Tipped Off’ by ‘Winner’ 
Who Wasn’t Paid Off. 


A combined bootlegging and lottery 
syndicate, operating on so vast a scale 
that its ramifications extended into 
some of Atlanta’s most exclusive cir- 
cles, was believed to have been broken 
up Byesday night when a squad of 
city detectives raided an apartment at 
832 Ponce de Leon avenu, arrested 
two men, and followed this up with 
the arrest of five negroes, alleged 
accomplices in the dual racket. 

Though still at large late Tuesday 
night, the alleged “brains” of the 
gang was said to have entered into 
negotiations with city detectives 
through his attorney, agreeing to sur- 
render himself. 

Those arrested in the Ponce de 
Leon raid gave their names as J. H. 
Middlebrooks, 20, and George War- 
ren, 22. According to detectives, 
Middlebrooks wags bookkeeper for the 
alleged syndicate, taxing orders for 
whisky and keeping tab on the lot- 
tery, which was said to have been 
based on bond. and stock market quo- 
tations published daily in the news- 
papers. 

Detective Lieutenant T. O. Sturdi- 
vant, who led the raiding squad, 
stated that the lottery has been in 
operation here for months and that 
those who conducted it “have cleaned 
up thousands of dollars.” Whisky 
sales, he declared, were probably con- 
trolled from the Ponce de Leon apart- 
ment: orders were received over the 
regular city wires and then relayed 
over a ry wire to a point from 
which the deliveries were made, 

No whisky was found on the prem- 
ises, but a private wire with a “dead” 
line, which detectives were unable to 


operate because of a secret mechan-/ 


ism, indicated such an arrangement, 
Lieutenant Sturdivant said, 

The officers, arriving at the apart- 
ment during the absence of its occu- 
pants, forced the door and waited. 
Between their arrival and that of the 
two men arrested, Sturdivant declar- 
ed, the telephone rang constantly and 
orders for whisky in various amounts 
totaling more than 40 gallons were 
received by the detectives themselves 
and came from the city's 
hotels, clubs and residences. 

Information leading to the raid 
was volunteered by Wiley Moss, of 
643 Highland avenue, N. E., who told 
police he had played the lottery, had 
won $85 and had not been paid off 
by the anonymous “brains” of the 
gang, who attacked him with a black- 
jack, he said, Tuesday afternoon in 
the 300 block on Hilliard street when 
Moss met him for the purpose of ad- 
vancing his claims to his alleged 
“winnings.” 

Tickets for the lottery -were ac- 
quired from William Finch, alias 
Johnny Jones, of 389 Hilliard street, 
Moss said. The negro was placed un- 
der arrest, as were Florence Daniel, 
368 Hilliard street; Lula Moon, 402 
Hilliard street; Alfred Craddock, 401 
Hilliard street, and Etta Mae Good- 
son, 401 Hilliard street, other negroes 
implicated by Moss in the lottery

HOOVER IGNORES 
ROOSEVELT QUIZ 
ON POWER PLANS 


White House Denial of 
Receipt of Pointed Let- 
ter Leads Capital To 
Talk of Campaign.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(4)— 
The skirmishing by Governor Roose- 
velt, of New York, with President 
Hoover over the St. Lawrence water- 
way and power problem is giving the 
capital some summer political specu- 
lation. 

Political interest is intensified~ by 
the fact that President Hoover and 
Governor. Roosevelt might be the op- 
ponents in next year’s presidential 
race, and by the fact that the power 
policies of the two might be one of 
the issues. 

Mr. Hoover so far has refrained 
from corresponding with Governor 
Roosevelt, referring his letter to Act- 
ing Secretary Castle, of the state de- 
partment, for reply. 

But Governor Koosevelt indicated 
quite clearly at Albany today that 
he did not consider Mr. Castle's re- 
ply, bearing the salutation “Dear. 
Frank,” an official reply to his let- 
ter. 


No Reason Given. 


Just why the president did not 


leading | acknowledge the Roosevelt letter was 


not stated here nor was it indicated 
at the White House whether Mr. 
Hoover would make any formal re- 
ply. 

It seems the New York governor 
became concerned at reports that the 
United States and Canada were ne- 
gotiating about the St. Lawrence 
waterway canal without consulting 
New York’s official power representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Roosevelt reminded Mr. Hoo-

' Bill To Abolish Board Is

DEFEAT FOLLOWED 
BY ADJOURNMENT 


Motion Is Passed Over 
Co-Author’s Protest; 
Still Attacks Measure 
and Jury’s Request. 


Fulton county legislation, proposed 
by Representatives W. G. McRae and 
George A. Eckford and protested by 
Representative Luther Still, appeared 
doomed Tuesday night when the house 
of representatives, voting 67 to 64, 
refused to pass by the necessary con- 
stitutional majority of 104 votes the 
principal bill, affecting the county 
commission, on which the majority of 
the Fulton delegation based their fight 
to “reform” the county administra- 
tion. 

As originally offered, the bill acted 
on Tuesday night would have abolish- 
ed the present commission of five, a 
companion bill creating a new com- 
mission of three members. Faced by 
apparently overwhelming opposition 
to any plan to legislate the Fulton 
commissioners out of office, McRae 
and Eckford introduced a substitute 
bill which would have left the com- 
mission as it is now constituted, but 
would have established rigid regula- 
tions for conduct of the county's 
business. The substitute was adopted 
by the house, and then that body, on a 
final vote on the original bill by sub- 
stitute, failed to give the measure the 
necessary votes for passage. 

Defeat of the commission hill was 
genérally interpreted as carrying with 
it all other protested Fulton county 
legislation, although McRae Tuesday 
night served notice that he will file 
reconsideration. The 
house had set the Fulton bills as a 
special order of business for Tuesday 
night, and, in view of the approach- 
ing last-minute legislative jam and 
the necessity of reading the bills on 
three different days in senate, it was 


believed that the last chance of the 
bills for passage had vanished. 


Adjournment Moved. 


Immediately following defeat of the 
commission bill, adjournment was 
moved, in spite of McRae’s protest 
that three other Fulton bills had been 
set as a_ special order for Tuesday 
night. The motion carried. A pre- 
vious motion for adjournment, made 
prior to the reading of the county 
commission bill, was voted down. 

Debate on the Fulton bill involved 
the waving aloft of presentments of 
the Fulton county grand jury returned 
Tuesday, charging “gigantic waste” in 
administration of county funds and 
appealing to the governor and general 
assembly to pass the local bills.

This is a form of the game with

To answer those who say that Con- | 
tract Bridge will never replace Auc- | 
tion because it. cannot be played pro- 
gressively at afternoon Bridge parties 
I will give, briefly, the popular meth- 
od of scoring and play. 

From lettess received and general 
comment, it is evident that many Con- | 
tract players are unfamiliar with 
rules in foree governing Progressive 
Contract. Couched in the usual formal 
language, the laws permit of several | 
choices on points of minor impor- | 
tance: The methods suggested here are | 
the most popular by usage.

Should a hand be passed, the same 
Dealer must redeal with the. same 
ecards after they have been shuffled by 
the player on the Dealer's left and cut 
by the player on the Dealer’s right.
